Staying Safe from the Flu 

By Eric Tripoli 

Early last week, the city of Boston officially 
declared a public health emergency due to the rising 
number of reported cases of influenza. A few days later. 
New York made the same declaration, urging citizens to 
take the proper precautions so as to prevent a pandemic. 

That puts the Tri-Town in a potentially dangerous 
position. The South Coast is, more or less, bookended by 
both cities and many local residents commute regularly to 
the Boston area for work, which can increase potential for 
local infections. 

"We're all at risk," said Betsy Dunn, public health 
nurse for Marion and Rochester. "It's a much stronger 
strain, more virulent strain, than in past years." 

Dunn, along with nurse Kathy Downey, ran a flu 
shot clinic on Monday, January 14 for local residents who 
had still not received their vaccine. 

"It's been a steady flow of people today," said 

Dunn. 

Dunn and Downey offered flu shot clinics back in 
October during the preventative season, but the surge in 
reported cases in Boston has prompted municipalities all 
over the eastern portion of the Commonwealth to make 
more doses available this month. 

Dunn said they had a surplus of vaccines left 
over from the autumn and said that they purchased more 
doses for this next round of shots, so there is no shortage 
here as has been reported in other communities around 
the state. 

If you didn't make it to the flu clinic on Monday, 
don't sweat it. Residents can always call their local public 
health nurses to schedule an appointment for the shot, 
which really won't make you sick.

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so it won't make you sick with flu/' Dunn said. While 
many recipients of the flu shot tend to report body aches 
or a sore throat, those are expected side effects and not an 
indication of influenza infection. Dunn said some people 
take ill following the shot but it's usually because they 
had already contracted something minor previous to 
vaccination. 

The Centers for Disease Control recommends 
every US citizen over the age of six months be vaccinated 
against flu, but young children and the elderly are most 
susceptible to infection. In addition to getting a flu shot, 
the CDC offers these suggestions for preventing the 
spread of harmful germs: 

• Wash your hands frequently with hot, soapy

A proposed plan to replace a carport with a 
garage at a Main Street residence was a topic of concern 
on Wednesday, January 9 during the Marion Conservation 
Commission's regular meeting in the Marion Town 
House. The issued was raised during a public hearing, 
which was continued from December 12.

a building permit for the project. An abutting neighbor, 
William Rogerson of 9 Main Street, is concerned that 
Davignon is not following protocol. 

'1 think their application is not in compliance 
with the DEP's regulation,'' said Rogerson. 

Rogerson is concerned that Davignon is 
bypassing the Zoning Board of Appeals because they 
had originally not voted in favor of the project. Without 
the approval of the ZBA, Davignon cannot begin 
construction. There are currently no negotiations between 
Davignon and the ZBA. 

'Tm not sure what our next step is with the 
Zoning Board,'' said Davignon.

Davignon also feels it should be up to the ZBA's 
enforcement officer to bring up any potential problems 
with the project. He also stated that he would not begin 
construction without all appropriate approval. 

Rogerson feels that the biggest problem with 
the new garage would be drainage. He believes that all 
of the excess runoff from the roof of his garage will end 
up spilling into Sippican Harbor, ultimately polluting it. 
Davignon disagreed. 

"Roof runoff is considered clean water/' he 
said. "Our client's property is certainly not polluting the 
harbor." 

"Fm not that concerned with the water runoff," 
said Commissioner Norm Hills. 

In addition to the runoff, Rogerson is concerned 
that the structure is taller than Davignon initially 
proposed and that he will be utilizing more fill. 
Additionally, he believes it is not in accordance with 
town setback laws, even though Davignon has already 
relocated the structure an additional three feet back from 
Hiller Road. 

Despite Rogerson' s concerns, the Commission 
voted unanimously to grant Davignon an Order of 
Conditions for the project. 

"I firmly believe this is an improvement from 
what is there now," said Davignon. 

In other news, the Commission continued 
the two other hearings on the agenda, both of which 
propose building timber piers. The first is for a property 
belonging to David and Linda Nielsen at 203 Front Street. 
The second property belongs to Jonathan and Amy 
DiVincenzo of 370 Delano Road. Davignon will represent 
both owners at the Commission's next meeting. 

The Marion Conservation Commission will meet 
again on Wednesday, January 23 at 7:00 pm in the Marion 
Town House.

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meetings to glean public input on how to revamp the 
town's community preservation act. The CPC developed 
its first community preservation act five years ago. 

''We felt that it was time to update it, not just 
because it was five years old, but the law has changed 
to allow other uses for the money," said Chairman John 
DeCosta. 

Mattapoisett is home to many historical resources, 
from its cemeteries to several of its buildings. The 
histories of local Native American cultures as well as 
early European settlers have been well-documented in the 
area. The CPC is dedicated to helping preserve as many 
of those historical assets as possible via such means as 
purchasing open space, maintaining archaeological sites 
and nominating places for recognition by the National 
Registry of Historic Places. 

DeCosta began the discussion by asking the 
group to pinpoint historically relevant municipal and 
institutional buildings, residential structures, agricultural 
and open space sites, as well as documents and artifacts. 

Over 20,000 items can be found at the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum and Carriage 
House. 

"We recently received a gift from the [New 
Bedford] Whaling Museum. It's the center portion of the 
original mast of the Wanderer," said Town Historian Seth 
Mendell. "It is Mattapoisett." 

CPC member Brad Hathaway said he had a 
collection of historic documents dating back to when the 
Tri-Town area was known as Rochester. 

Given the enormity of the list they compiled, 
deciding which projects would get high priority was 
difficult. Mendell suggested eliminating some items that 
the CPC deemed "stable" and not requiring immediate 
attention, such as Center School. 

During the discussion of how to prioritize, 
DeCosta broached the subject of how to determine which 
criteria are used to weigh the importance of each potential 
project. 

Town Administrator Mike Gagne said that 
funding sources should be considered as part of those 
guidelines, indicating that there may be other places for

which to acquire historic preservation money. 

''Are there other sources of funding or are the 
only alternatives CPC funds?'' he said. 

The CPC agreed that historic significance and 
public benefit would be leading factors in choosing where 
to allocate funding. 

Hathaway said one of the most important aspects 
of preserving the town was found in creating more open 
space in Mattapoisett. 

"Once you lose the open space, it's gone. That's 
it," he said. 

Gagne suggested devising a more direct way of 
contacting the residents, whether via the town website or 
mailings, offering information on which projects the CPC

being complicated by wetlands located in the front of the 
lot, setback issues and a rear lot which is surrounded by 
town-owned land. The lot is also in a flood zone. 

Because the lot is in the rear, it does not have the 
required frontage required by the bylaws. Habitat for 
Humanity is seeking waivers from the ZBA for frontage, 
side setbacks and an easement for a driveway to access the 
home. Both sides of the lot are nonconforming. 

The Town of Marion approved a building lot of 
15,000 square feet at town meeting several years ago. The 
proposed home will have three bedrooms and a yard for 
children to play. 

"We are here to ask exactly what you need to help 
issue a comprehensive permit,'' said Beck. "We are asking 
for guidance in exactly what needs to be done to move the 
project forward, so we can get a building permit." 

McTurk and architect Will Saltonstall addressed 
the Board. 

There was an existing house on the lot, which was 
demolished a month ago. 

Board member Tom Cooper asked about the 
positioning of the house on the lot. 

"We have a donor who wants to contribute a 
solar panel roof, and with a minimal amount of tree 
removal, we placed the home where there would be few 
trees removed and yet a maximum solar position," said 
Saltonstall. 

In other business, the Board heard plans 
submitted by John Van Voorhis and Susan Davies 
regarding a renovation at 6 Cottage Street. John Ferreira 
and Peter Turowski of T2 Architecture represented the 
applicant. 

At issue are setbacks to the front and rear of the 
property. Plans include removing an existing addition and 
replacing it with another on the same footprint. The Board 
took the request and plans under advisement and will 
make a decision within the next two weeks.

methods for improving student and faculty safety at the 
high school. 

Superintendent Douglas White addressed the 
Committee at their regular meeting on Wednesday, 
January 9 and praised the district's staff and students for 
their response to the December 14, 2012 shooting at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in Newtown, Conn. 

White said he's been in contact with the local 
police and fire departments to devise a system of safety 
drills and scenarios for school practice in the event of such 
an emergency 

Facilities Director Eugene Jones said that they 
are currently researching new locking systems for school 
doors and examining the effectiveness of security cameras 
around the buildings. 

"We checked on all the lighting systems. We went 
through all the cameras for the access [to front doors]. We 
made sure they're all functional," Jones said. 

Tri-Town schools have instituted stricter access 
rules for each campus so main office staff can better track 
who enters and exits the schools. Jones said that they are 
looking into creating new staff ID cards and key fobs that 
would further restrict access to the buildings. 

Contractors who regularly work at Tri-Town 
schools may also be required to provide a CORI check on 
each of their employees. 

ORR Principal Michael Devoll said he wants 
to push photo IDs for everyone in his school, including

students. He told the story of a school that had an 
undercover cop dressed in jeans and a hoodie enter the 
building through the rear and wander the halls. The 
officer was in the building for about 15 minutes before he 
was stopped and questioned by faculty. 

"We're great at lockdown drills, but it really got 
to me when I heard about this/' he said. 

ORRJHS Principal Kevin Brogioli said they are 
looking into redesigning the front entrance of the junior 
high school, which provides no vestibule area between 
the exterior door and interior of the main foyer. 

"Our entry way is a point of concern. Once you're 
in the building, you're in the building," he said. 

In addition to improving the structural safety 
systems around the schools, the Committee also broached 
the idea of using existing faculty as safety monitors 
around the building or hiring an outside individual to 
help provide better security. 

ORR Principal Devoll also said that the school 
is experimenting with a new daily schedule system that 
allows more time for students to access their lockers. 

Due to recent discussions of school safety, 
ORR imposed a new policy on January 7 restricting the 
presence of backpacks and jackets in classrooms and the 
cafeteria, requiring all students to regularly use their 
lockers throughout the day. 

Devoll said many students carry backpacks 
that weigh 50 pounds or more all day, which can be 
detrimental to students' health. He also said that, 
oftentimes, students feel as if they have to carry all their 
possessions with them at all times. 

"We've got to figure out why students aren't 
using their lockers," he said. 

Devoll said they shortened homeroom by one 
minute, truncated lunch periods and eliminated a snack- 
time segment between first and second blocks. Total 
passing time between classes has been extended from 
four to six minutes. 

"We asked the students to hang in there and give 
it a shot," he said, noting that they may still need to tweak 
the schedule. "Freshmen and sophomores have been fine 
but juniors and seniors have been more resistant."

He also said that some students started a 
Facebook petition protesting the new schedule and 
backpack policy. 

In other business, Latin teacher Judy Pretat 
came before the Committee to discuss the possibility of 
organizing an out-of-state field trip. Last year, she formed 
a trip to Rome, attended by about 20 students. This time, 
she's looking to take her senior students to the Getty 
Villa in California. The villa is a replica of one that was 
consumed by the eruption of Mount Vesuvius in A.D. 79. 

'Tt's an educational center dedicated to the 
studies of ancient Greece and Rome,'' Pretat said. She had 
been researching field trip options that focused on ancient 
artifacts here in the United States.

"I started looking into the villa museum and 
thought it might be an opportunity to take a senior trip," 
she said. 

Pretat said she w^ould like to offer the trip to 
all 14 of her Latin V students. One other chaperone is 
planned to accompany her and the students. She's already 
done most of the legw^ork researching housing options, 
transportation, and creating a tentative itinerary for the 
trip. The entire journey w^ould be five days, only causing 
the students to miss two days of classes. Pretat estimated 
the cost at anyw^here betw^een $650 and $750 per student, 
a considerable drop compared to the trip to Rome, which 
cost about $2,100 per student. 

The ORR School Committee voted in favor of 
authorizing the trip, but Pretat will also have to organize 
fundraising, which will be brought up at a future meeting 
once those details are known. 

The King Arthur Flour project is well underway, 
according to Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos. She 
said over 3,000 pounds of flour were delivered to ORRJHS 
on Tuesday for the educational assemblies that will focus 
on teaching students the science behind baking bread. 

About 900 students in the Tri-Town will 
participate in the program, which will give each student 
two baking kits to take home. The kids will then make 
two loaves, one for themselves and their families, and 
the other to be given to one of four community out-reach 
programs.

These changes were outlined at the Mattapoisett School 
Committee's regular meeting on Monday, January 14 at 
Center School. 

Superintendent Douglas White said that the 
weekend after the shooting happened. Facilities Director 
Eugene Jones was at all of the schools checking the doors 
and security cameras on each of the campuses. New sign- 
in and check-in policies at each school were implemented.

the levels were getting too high. The sensors, according to 
Jones, are inexpensive and lovv^ maintenance. Each of the 
sensors would cost $100, and Jones is proposing putting 
12 in OHS and 16 in Center School. 

"It's just added safety," said Jones. 'T think it's a 
good idea to have them in the schools. They are low cost 
and easy to maintain." 

Sarah Collier of the Project Grow Parents Group proposed 
two fundraising ideas to help raise money for the group 
without having to dip into the school's funds. 

"With the economy being the way it is, the 
fundraising efforts we've used in the past aren't 
generating as much," said Collier. "We've had to get a 
little creative." 



The first fundraising idea is a coupon book called 
"Kids Stuff N' More," which would offer families dozens 
of coupons on a variety of events, museums, restaurants, 
stores and more. Each of the books would cost $25 and 
$12.50 of each book sold would go directly to Project 
Grow. 

"This book is a catalyst for many opportunities," 
said Elise Frangos, Director of Curriculum. 

The second of the fundraising ideas is a family 
night out at Bay State Gymnastics in Dartmouth. All 
children and families in attendance would be able to use 
the equipment in the gym at a discounted cost.

Two Faculty Members to Take Semester Off 

Tahor Academy Update

Two of the Tabor Academy faculty members will 
be taking the second semester off. 

Mr. Rowland and Mr. Arnfield are going 
their separate ways during the second semester, with 
Rowland being awarded a sabbatical and Arnfield taking 
advantage of the Braitmayer Fellowship. 

Rowland completed the sabbatical eligibility 
requirement of being a teacher at Tabor Academy for 17 
years. 

"My wife helped me see the sense and value in 
taking a sabbatical, as well as Mr. Becker, who has also 
done a sabbatical in the past," Rowland said. 

Rowland also looks forward to "doing something 
different, something that I have been unable to do in the 
past. I also want to do some volunteer work or a part-time 
job during my time off." 

Arnfield will also take a break from teaching, 
but for another purpose. Re has received the Braitmayer 
fellowship, which gives a faculty member the opportunity 
to complete a Masters degree or a research project. 

Arnfield has gone with the latter, as he plans on 
building an old-style ceramics kiln. 
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Since arriving at Tabor Academy in the summer 
of 1999, Arnfield has been an important part to the visual 
arts program, as he has taught students ceramics, studio 
art and art history. He believes the time off will help him 
enhance his skills, especially as a ceramist. 

"Being awarded the time and support to 
undertake a significant research/ creative work project 
would represent a significant and ongoing learning and 
growth opportunity for me as a ceramic artist and as an 
art educator,'' he says. 

When Arnfield first arrived at Tabor, all of the 
kilns were electric, and Arnfield classified the results 
as "homogenous, uniform, and mundane as Levittown 
suburbia and American cheese." After Shosuke Idemitsu, 
'52, donated a gas-fired kiln in 2002, ceramics became 
more unpredictable and eventually more popular. 
For his project, Arnfield plans on building his own 
gas-fired kiln. It will be located outside of his home in 
Rochester. Arnfield plans on taking his future ceramics 
students to the kiln twice a year, in late October and late 
April or early May 

"I envision this kiln project providing a significant 
catalyst for my students and me as we reach toward a 
greater understanding of the value of disciplined work 
and community through the transformative power of 
creativity and art," Arnfield said. 

While both teachers said that they will miss 
contact with their students, they are as excited as ever to

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Impossibilities

The Impossible, Starring Naomi Watts and Ewan Mc- 
Gregor. Directed by Juan Antonio Bayona. Running 
time: 113 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Over 220,000 people died in the 2004 Indian 
Ocean tsunami. The Impossible, which has just opened lo- 
cally, is the story of five people who survived. This family 

— a doctor, a businessman, and their three young sons 

— are Spanish in real life, but in this international produc- 
tion, written and directed by Spaniards, they are played 
by an Australian, a Scot, and three British kids. I linger on 
the film's lineage up front because it has become some- 
thing of an issue — it focuses on the suffering of white 
people in Thailand, the fourth hardest-hit country during 
the disaster — and I was prepared to be annoyed by it on 
that basis. In fact, many people from many different na- 
tions died in (or survived) the tsunami. And Maria Belon, 
the doctor played in the film by Naomi Watts, chose Watts 
for the role because Watts is her favorite actress. 

Do I wish I lived in a world where $45 million 
is spent on a film about a Thai (or Spanish) family deal- 
ing with the aftermath of a catastrophe? Sure. But this is 
the film we got, and it's a pretty good one. The tsunami 
strikes without warning about fifteen minutes into the 
movie, and director Juan Antonio Bayona (The Orphan- 
age) avoids jacking it up for disaster-movie thrills. Bayona 
puts more emphasis on the dazed viewpoint of Maria 
as she's battered by the wave and swept off for what 
seems like miles before she manages to find her eldest 
son Lucas (Tom Holland). The destruction is enormous, 
incomprehensible, and we wonder how anyone could 
have survived it on a moment-to-moment basis, never 
mind actually making it to civilization. Somehow, though, 
Maria and Lucas find their way to a village, and the badly 
injured Maria is uncomfortably hastened to the nearest 
overcrowded hospital. 

Meanwhile, Maria's husband Henry (Ewan 
McGregor) is desperately checking every hospital and 
body bag for Maria and Lucas (the other two sons seem to 
have made it more or less without a scratch). The Impos- 
sible then becomes about the apparently insurmountable 
logistics involved in getting this family back together. 



Henry had better hurry, too, because things aren't looking 
so good for Maria, whose leg is terribly infected and who 
earlier vomits up some grotesque black thing — Bayona 
shows his horror roots here. A couple of bits when Henry 
finally finds the right hospital, and he and Lucas just miss 
each other in the hallways, are drawn out a little irritat- 
ingly. But it must be hard for filmmakers to resist playing 
on that kind of audience frustration. 

Everywhere you look in the frame are death and 
suffering, but also compassion and people doing their 
level best to deal with the monstrous after-effects. Mov- 
ies like The Impossible drive cynics crazy, but they put 
the lie to apocalyptic scenarios where it's every man for 
himself. It takes a mature artist to acknowledge that life 
isn't paranoid pulp like Mad Max, and to do it right and 
convincingly. Technically impeccable. The Impossible gives 
the brutal caprice of nature its due, never romanticizing 
it or demonizing it. Many wide shots give the sense of 
very tiny people living in a very large world that some- 
times shrugs its shoulders and gets rid of a few hundred 
thousand of us. A terrible awe takes hold: We are all one 
geological or atmospheric quirk away from all of this 
being erased forever. The East Coast got a taste of this 
last October. There will be more, and there will be worse. 
Welcome to the new normal. 

In opposition to this we have friendship and 
strangers banding together and family members trudg- 
ing knee-deep in mud and corpses to find each other. The 
Impossible feels tough-minded about its subject in a way 
that elevates it above the usual Hollywood gibberish that 
finds inspiration in mass death. Fernando Velazquez' 
score gets a bit thick here and there, especially since the 
visuals render it redundant. The family, with the help 
of Watts (an ace at suffering), McGregor, and the terrific 
newcomer Holland, comes across as a typical unit, ami- 
ably getting on each other's nerves, bonded as much by 
irritable familiarity as by love. We feel there's something 
there worth preserving. There are no big speeches; the 
dialogue is terse and, for long stretches, absent. Eventu- 
ally, as Maria undergoes more surgery, we come full circle 
with a flashback showing us more of what happened to 
her; this is some of the most painful violence I've ever 
seen in a PG-13 movie, suggesting fleshly trauma instead 
of rubbing our noses in it. This flashback is vertiginous 
and horrible and oddly poetic. It's an epic bad dream, a 
nightmare that shades into the morning after, when the 
real challenge begins. 
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damaged loners have come together at a secluded country 
manor. Living off the manor's riches, tending its grounds, 
they leave the outside world far behind and build a 
happiness long denied them. Until the first unexpected 
visitor arrives, igniting a chain reaction that is both 
spellbinding and disastrous. Book group member Judy 
Besse recommended this book. We will be discussing it on 
Thursday, January 31 at 6:30 pm. 

• Just the Facts, the nonfiction book discussion 
group, will be reading The Memory Palace, by Mira 
Bartok. It is a poignant observation about the relationship 
between Mira, her sister and their mentally ill mother. 
Norma Herr, beautiful, talented and intelligent, suffers 
from schizophrenia and is obsessed with Nazis and with 
fear for her daughters. When the girls left for college, 

the harassment escalated until a traumatic encounter 
that drove the sisters to change their names and cease all 
contact with their mother in order to stay safe. We will 
be discussing this book on Thursday, January 17 at 6:30 
pm.
